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Tributes paid 
as two die in 
road crashes

HEARTFELT tributes have been 
paid to a mum-of-two who died in a 
car accident just hours after 
returning from a holiday abroad. 

The death of Shirley Ison, 52, who 
was well known in the Ely area, has 
not only left her family and friends 
devastated, but also her many col¬ 
leagues at local travel agent, 
Premier Travel, where she worked 
for more than 30 years. 

The incident was one of two crash¬ 
es on local roads which claimed 
lives in the past week. 

Mrs Ison, from Chatteris, died 
when her BMW 1 series hit a tree on 
the road between Dalham and 
Gazeley, near Newmarket, at 
approximately 6pm last Thursday. 

Emergency services attended but 
Mrs Ison died at the scene. She 
leaves two daughters, Jessamine 
and Bethany. 

Mrs Ison’s sister, Val Opperman, 
who lives in South Africa, thanked 
well-wishers for their messages of 
condolence, on Suffolk Police’s 
Facebook page.

She wrote: “Thank you for all your 
condolences on the death of my 
sister. 

“She was driving her brand new 
BMW 1 series. I believe that this is a 
notorious stretch of road as it’s so 
narrow, lined by trees. 

“We will never know the real cause 
but are consoled that she was a very 
good driver of 36 years in one of the 
safest cars and had just returned 
from a beautiful holiday in Tenerife 
hours before. 


“She is survived by two beautiful 
daughters.” 

Mrs Ison was the area manager for 
Premier Travel, which has branches 
across the region, including in 
Cambridge, Ely and Newmarket. 

Susan Papworth, managing direc¬ 
tor of the company, said: “We are all 
deeply shocked and saddened by 
the tragic news. Shirley has been a 
much-valued member of the 
Premier family for over 35 years and 
will be missed by us all. 

“Her professionalism, knowledge 
and lovely personality has touched 
the lives of so many people over the 
years and her passing will leave a 
tremendous void.” 

Mrs Ison was also a supporter of 
the Lisa Barnes Memorial Fund and 
its founder, Robert Barnes, from Ely, 
said: “I’m devastated by Shirley’s 
death. 

“She was a very warm, dedicated 
person and she will be sadly missed 
by everyone who knew her.” 

In a separate incident, a motorcy¬ 
clist died after being involved in a

HADDENHAM was at the centre of a 
media frenzy this week - because of 
a festive advent tree on The Green. 

Residents are in uproar after an 
article appeared on Daily Mail 
Online about the tree which has 
been erected as part of the 
Haddenham and Aldreth Living 
Advent Calendar. 

According to the Mail, a number of 
villagers have complained about the 
tree, which is made from scaffolding 
and tinsel, branding it an ‘eyesore”.

collision on the A142 at Mepal 
on Sunday morning.

The rider of the motorbike, a 
man in his 50s, who police 


have confirmed is a foreign 
national, suffered serious 
injuries and died later at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

The driver of the Audi, a 
54-year-old man from 
Chatteris, was not injured. 

At the time Ely News went to 
print, the man was yet to be 
formally identified by police. 

Police are investigating the 


collision - including reports 
that there was a lot of mud on 
the A142 at the time - and 
would like to speak to anyone 
who saw it happen or the 
motorcycle just prior to the 
crash.

Man pulled knife 
on shop worker 


A SERIAL burglar once 
described as a “one-man 
crime wave” has avoided jail 
for brandishing a “machete - 
type” weapon at a shopkeep¬ 
er in Ely. 

Adam Bishop-Bridges, of 
Christopher Tye Close, plead¬ 
ed guilty to threatening a 
member of staff at the One- 
Stop store on St lohn’s Road 
with an eight-inch knife on 
May 13. 

He appeared before 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
Tuesday, two days after his 
26th birthday, where his solic¬ 
itor Melanie Benn described 
him as “a burglar by trade”. 

In 2010 he was jailed after 
racking up his third burglary 
conviction, prompting detec¬ 
tive sergeant Mark Baker to 
call him “a one-man crime 
wave” and a “career criminal”. 

The court heard how along 
with another man he got into

an argument with a member 
of staff at the store, threaten¬ 
ing him with the knife which 
he withdrew from a sheath. 

Ms Benn argued despite a 
long list of previous convic¬ 
tions, he had avoided arrest 
for four years, and was now 
trying to stay clean. 

“Since being released from 
prison he has made a con¬ 
certed effort to turn his life 
around and make something 
of himself by remaining 
offence free, and trying to do 
right by his family and his 
son,” she said. 

“He is a young man for 
whom custody holds no fear; 
he can do the time, he has 
done it repeatedly. 

“Now, however, a more 
mature Mr Bishop-Bridges is 
able to reflect on the effect of 
his actions on those in his 


immediate family, and that is 
the effect it would have on his 
parents. 

“He can see if he continues 
to commit offences he is let¬ 
ting himself down, because 
he has made such significant 
strides to remaining offence- 
free in the future.” 

The court heard how the 
defendant had assumed 
responsibility for caring for 
his sick parents, after his 
young son was taken into 
adoptive custody. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth 
admitted such an offence 
could result in a return to 
prison, but after receiving let¬ 
ters from Bishop-Bridges and 
his father, decided to show 
leniency. He sentenced 
Bishop-Bridges to a nine- 
month suspended sentence, 
and imposed an 18-month 
exclusion order banning him 
from the One-Stop store.

Man who had 
child photo haul 
avoids jail term 


A MAN who downloaded 
250,000 images of children 
being abused has been 
spared prison. 

Jonathan Gibbs was caught 
with the massive haul of vid¬ 
eos and photographs in his 
father’s house in Soham, 
where he had been living 
since his marriage ended, fol¬ 
lowing a police operation. 

Nearly 1,000 of the photos 
were at level A, the most seri¬ 
ous category. 

The 53-year-old, of Paddock 
Street, Soham, who was said 
to be sexually attracted to 
10-year-old girls, was given a 
one-year prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years and 
must attend a sex offenders’ 
programme. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said police raided the house 
on November 20 last year and 
Gibbs admitted six counts of

making indecent images and 
two counts of possession of 
indecent images on October 
23 this year. 

She said his bedroom con¬ 
tained a large number of com¬ 
puters and associated equip¬ 
ment. 

Gibbs had a collection of 
1,000 images at level A and 
1,700 at level B. There were 
about 160,000 pictures and 
videos at level C relating to a 
making indecent images 
charge and 120,000 relating to 
a possession of indecent 
images charge. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard that Gibbs, a former 
pub chef and haulage compa¬ 
ny worker, had got into down¬ 
loading the images after the 
breakdown of his marriage in 


2007. He got back into it when 
a long-distance relationship 
with a Filipino woman ended. 

John Farmer, mitigating, 
said his client is “acutely 
ashamed” of what he has 
done and wants to be treated. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, 
sentencing, said he could sus¬ 
pend the sentence because of 
an early guilty plea, his previ¬ 
ous good character and 
because “it is clear that the 
public interest would be best 
served” by him going on a sex 
offender treatment pro¬ 
gramme rather than to jail. 

As well as the programme he 
imposed a sexual offences 
prevention order which 
means Gibbs cannot legally 
own an internet device with¬ 
out having monitoring soft¬ 
ware installed on it by police. 
He must also pay £400 court 
costs.

Shortfall on affordable homes 

AFFORDABLE housing is of so little concern to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council that they 
are ignoring their own policies! At a time when 
wages are, at best, keeping up with inflation 
and house prices are rocketing, the council 
choose to ignore the need they have identified. 
Affordable housing is not just about social 
housing but also about schemes that enable 
people to buy their first homes, such as shared 
equity. 

The district council’s own Local Plan identifies 
an immediate requirement for 1,911 affordable 
dwellings across the district, with a need for 
6,171 by 2031: a desperate need that the 
council, without full council approval to 
abandon their own policies, have chosen to 
ignore. 

This betrayal comes on top of previous failures 
- in 2012/13, only 18 affordable properties were 
completed across the whole district compared 
with 308 properties completed or less than 6% 
compared to their own requirement of 30%. 
The failure to address this issue means that Ely 
will fall short of the demand for affordable 
housing by at least 500 properties: 500 hard 
working families that our Conservative council 
are prepared to abandon. 

Perhaps our Conservative controlled council 
would care to explain how they expect our 
children and their hardworking families to get 
on the housing ladder?

‘Big Issue’ seller 
takes up offer 
of a fresh start

THIS Christmas looks set to 
be the happiest one Big Issue 
seller Barry Anderson has 
had for a while. 

Barry, 54, has been home¬ 
less for some time, and has 
been selling the magazine in 
Ely for the last year - mainly 
from the Cloisters shopping 
precinct. 

But now he is off to pastures 
new after being offered a job 
and a fresh start by his broth¬ 
er and sister-in-law in 
Blackpool. 

Barry, who had been living 
in a caravan in Fulbourn, set 
off to Blackpool by train on 
Monday. 

He said: “I spent last 
Christmas sitting by myself 
in the caravan, and have had 
quite a few miserable ones 
over the years, so I am cer¬ 
tainly looking forward to it 
this year. 

“My brother and sister-in- 
law are opening a new cafe in 
Blackpool so they have asked 
me if I would like to go and 
work there and live with 
them. 

“I obviously leapt at the 
opportunity and I am looking 
forward to a fresh start, and 
being able to properly save for 
a place of my own.” 

Barry, who grew up in 
Carlisle and has three broth¬ 
ers and sisters, was working 
as a self-employed painter 
and decorator in London for 
around eight years, but 
depression caused his life to 
spiral out of control. 

Before he knew it, he was 
jobless and homeless, which 
brought him to Jimmy’s Night 
Shelter in Cambridge last 
year. 

Barry said: “My life just spi¬ 
ralled out of control. Once 
depression struck, I struggled 
to handle things and I lost 
everything. 

“I had no real support net¬ 
work around me and that is 
how I ended up living in digs 
in the Cambridge area. 

“I was selling the Big Issue in 
Cambridge for a while but the 
reality was that there were 


too many people selling it 
there, so that is why I ended 
up in Ely.” 

Barry says he has been over¬ 
whelmed by the support he 
has received from people in 
the city. 

He said: “Ely is a beautiful 
place and everyone has been 
so, so supportive - I have 
made a lot of new friends. 

“People have been genuine¬ 
ly kind and I think because 
they have realised that I am 
not an alcoholic or a drug 
addict, they have been genu¬ 
inely interested in my wellbe¬ 
ing. 

“I am going to miss the place 
and everyone I have got to 
know, but I have got people’s 
contact details so that I can 
keep in touch with them, 
which is nice. Because I was 


living in a caravan in 
Fulbourn I used to get the bus 
into Cambridge every morn¬ 
ing to collect my magazines. 

“I would then get the bus 
into Ely from Cambridge, and 
back again, so I was doing a 
two-hour journey each way, 
every day, which meant I had 
to earn enough to cover my 
bus fares each day, let alone 
earn enough to eat. 

“I would like to thank every 
single person who has sup¬ 
ported me and chatted to me 
in the last year, and especially 
Win and Gareth Hughes, who 
generously paid for my train 
ticket to Blackpool. 

“I am hoping this will be the 
start of something positive 
for me and I am looking for¬ 
ward to having some of my 
family around me.”

Step closer to 
fly grazing law 


A NEW law to tackle fly graz¬ 
ing in Cambridgeshire could 
be a step closer thanks to 
backing from a member of 
parliament. 

The CLA, an organisation 
for the owners of land, prop¬ 
erty and businesses based in 
Suffolk, has welcomed the 
move by MP lulian Sturdy to 
back a law which would ena¬ 
ble the “swift removal” of 
horses being fly grazed. 

This is when horses are left 
on someone else’s land with¬ 
out permission - and a new 
law would cut the time land- 
owners have to wait before 
they can take action from 14 
to just four. 

Thomas Allen, 23, from 
Soham, died on the A14 at 
Sproughton, near Ipswich, on 
Christmas Eve in 2012 after 
hitting horses which had

strayed into the road. 

Coroner Peter Dean 
described the tragedy as “an 
accident waiting to happen” 
and said he would be writing 
to the Government to ask for 
it to be made a criminal 
offence. 

The owner of the horses, 
Stacy Humphrys, was jailed 
for 28 months earlier this 
year. 

The Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs Committee has 
now joined in backing a 
Private Member’s Bill which 
would allow the removal of fly 
grazed horses. 

CLA eastern regional direc¬ 
tor Nicola Currie said: “We 
welcome the influential com¬ 


mittee’s decision to back this 
bill and move it one big step 
closer to becoming law. 

“This is an important break¬ 
through for the CLA’s ongoing 
work to tackle the growing 
problem of fly grazing. 

“It is vital that landowners 
in Suffolk and across the east¬ 
ern region have the power to 
act quickly and in the best 
interest of the welfare of these 
animals.” 

Calls to welfare charities 
about fly grazing have risen 
by two thirds in three years. 

The RSPCA said they had 
received 226 calls about aban¬ 
donment, including fly graz¬ 
ing, in Suffolk relating to the 
welfare of 769 horses. 

The Control of Horses bill 
will be debated by MPs at 
committee stage in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 


Developer withdraws plans for car park site 


PLANS to build new homes on 
the site of a former car park in 
Littleport have been with¬ 
drawn. 

Buckingham and Sparrow, a 
building firm based in the vil¬ 
lage, applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning permis¬ 
sion to build four new 
detached homes on the for¬ 


mer car park in Hempfield 
Road - beside the derelict 
Regal Community Centre - in 
September. 

The district council used the 
land as a car park until the 
company terminated the 
lease this summer. 

Neither Littleport Parish 
Council nor neighbours of the 
site objected to the proposals, 


but the district council’s con¬ 
servation officer, Rebecca 
Saunt, labelled the plans 
“quite dated” and “tame”. 

She said: “Unfortunately, 
the proposed design of the 
dwellings would do little to 
preserve or enhance the char¬ 
acter or appearance of the 
street scene.” The proposals 
have now been withdrawn. 































































Proposals to expand village campsite 


A VILLAGE campsite near Ely 
could expand. 

Peter Rash, who owns

Calls for extra 
school funding 


CAMPAIGNERS calling for 
extra funding for 
Cambridgeshire’s schools 
are continuing to pressure 
the Secretary of State for 
Education. 

MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Sir Jim 
Paice, and Lucy Frazer, the 
Conservative Parliamentary 
candidate for the constitu¬ 
ency, met with Nicky Morgan 
this week to discuss educa¬ 
tion in Cambridgeshire - and 
more importantly the need 
for fairer funding. 

According to recent figures, 
Cambridgeshire has been 
receiving the lowest school 
block funding per pupil out 
of all of the 151 local authori¬ 
ties, which has resulted in 
larger class sizes and fewer

qualifications among teach¬ 
ers. 

In March, the Government 
announced an additional 
£20.5 million for 
Cambridgeshire schools for 
the year 2015/16 - however, 
the funding formula beyond 
2017 has not yet been set. 

Mrs Frazer said: “In the last 
few months I have visited 
seven schools and the issue 
head teachers constantly 
raise is the one of funding. 

“As a parent and a school 
governor I know that educa¬ 
tion can transform lives. 

“Quite simply, we need 
more funding. Cambridge¬ 
shire’s ranking for per-pupil 


funding is far too low. 

“I will be continuing to 
campaign for a fairer fund¬ 
ing formula in the long-term 
to ensure our schools get 
more funds to make sure that 
the children in our area get 
the best possible start in life.” 

Mr Paice added: “The cost 
of living in Cambridgeshire 
is high, and local people have 
a reasonable expectation 
that their schools be well 
funded. 

“Yet funding for the coun¬ 
ty’s schools has been lan¬ 
guishing at the bottom of the 
table for a long time.” 

Mrs Frazer, Mr Paice and 
headteachers from numer¬ 
ous local schools will be 
meeting again with Nicky 
Morgan in January.

Wildlife flocking in to 
new wetland habitat 


FINISHED: The new Lady Fen 
wetland habitat at WWT Welney 
is now complete; inset, 
widgeon feeding at the site 
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AN area of new wetland habi¬ 
tat almost 100 hectares in size 
has been completed. 

The creation of the new habi¬ 
tat at the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust (WWT) in 
Welney - called Lady Fen - 
started in 2006 with the first 38 
hectares. 

The section which has just 
been completed takes Lady 
Fen’s total area to 114 hectares, 
which is in addition to the tra¬ 
ditional reserve which lies on 
the Ouse Washes. 

The project has been made 
possible thanks to a partner¬ 
ship between the WWT, Waste 
Recycling Environmental 
Limited (WREN) and the 
Environment Agency. 

A spokeswoman for the WWT 
said: “This new area will cre¬ 
ate a more stable wetland hab¬ 
itat with no chance that it will 
flood uncontrollably. This will 
provide the perfect site for 
wintering birds like Bewick’s 
swans and wigeon to roost and 
feed, additional waterways for 
water voles to colonise and 
vital areas for rare breeding 
waders such as black-tailed 
godwits to raise their chicks in 


the summer months. 

“Reworking the landscape 
has involved profiling the 
ditches to give a shallow slope 
to the water’s edge, creating 
depressions from the edges of 
the ditches to provide splashes 
of shallow water, seeding the 
area with wetland grasses and 
planting sedges along the 
ditches. 


“The most dramatic differ¬ 
ence has been putting the 
overhead power lines that ran 
through this section of land 
underground. 

“This was a vital step in the 
creation of these wetlands if 
we are hoping to encourage 
swans to use this area, as 
power lines pose a threat to 
swans when they are flying in 


low light conditions.” 

Lisa Green, programme 
manager for WREN’s 
Biodiversity Action Fund, said: 
“The trust’s project at Welney 
has created valuable wetland 
to benefit wintering wildfowl 
and breeding waders and 
enhance the enjoyment of the 
site’s many visitors.”

“My officers will be 
conducting increased numbers 
of checks during December so 
if you do drink and drive, then 
there is a strong chance that 
you will be caught and 
prosecuted.” 

Residents are also being 
urged to report people they 
suspect are drink driving using 
the confidential 24-hour 
reporting line 0800 032 0845. 

Cl Hann added: “If you 
suspect someone is drink 
driving then it is important 
that you contact police via the 
reporting line. Your actions 
may save someone’s life.”

WHEELIE bins are encouraging 
more and more residents in the 
Ely area to recycle. 

In fact, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has announced 
that the district has achieved the 
third highest increase in recycling 
performance of English councils in 
the last year. 

Statistics from the Department of 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra) show that in 2012/13 
East Cambridgeshire was ranked 
257th out of 320 councils responsi- 
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ble for waste collections with recy¬ 
cling levels of 33.37 per cent. 

During 2013/14, when the new 
service was introduced halfway 
through the year, the district shot 
up to 116th with a recycling rate of 
45.48 per cent. 

With a recycling rate estimated to 
be in excess of 54 per cent for 
2014/15, the authority could poten¬ 
tially break into the top 50 best 


recyclers across England next year. 

Cllr Kevin Ellis, the district coun¬ 
cil’s waste and recycling champion, 
said: “Since the introduction of the 
wheeled bin service in the autumn 
of 2013, we have seen our recycling 
rates increase dramatically. 

“It has been really encouraging to 
see how the efforts of our residents 
and the hard work of staff at the 
district council have made a real 
difference. 

“The exciting aspect of this data is 
it only covers six months of the new 


again 

service - this means we should see 
further improvements when the 
league tables come out next year. 

“I would not be surprised if in 
2015 we see East Cambridgeshire 
continue to climb into the top 50 
recyclers in the country - this 
would be a fitting accolade to 
reflect the enthusiasm with which 
the wheelie bin service has 
received.” 

Wheelie bins were rolled out after 
the council successfully bid for £5 
million from the Government.

Christmas 

tips for trees 



THE festive season for Christmas trees 
seems to have jumped a month, as re¬ 
tailers have now been selling real trees 
for several weeks to the public, despite 
advice from the British Christmas Tree 
Growers Association not to buy your 
tree earlier than December I. 

Homebase, B&Q and Asda have had 
trees in some of their stores for several 
weeks, while even John Lewis has 
started selling real trees online for the 
first time. 

I personally remain unconvinced 
about buying a Christmas tree online 
as shapes do vary and there is limited 
scope for returning it if it's too wide, 
dense or simply doesn't fit the shape of 
your space. 

But if you've already decked the 
halls with boughs of holly and put the 
baubles and tinsel on your Christmas 
tree, how are you going to stop it from 
looking like a dried-up old offering by 
December 25, with more needles on 
the floor than on the branches? 

Well, if you are still looking for a cut 
real tree, make sure you saw around an 
inch off the base, which will open the 
pores of the tree, albeit temporarily.

You need to plunge the tree butt in a 
bucket of water immediately after cut¬ 
ting it, so the tree can absorb moisture 
and the pores don't have a chance to 
close up again. 

When the tree is brought indoors, 
mount it in a water-holding stand and 
place it away from direct heat, such as 
a radiator. Keep the container topped 
up with water every day; you will be 
surprised how much the tree drinks. 

When buying your tree, Harry 
Brightwell, secretary of the British 
Christmas Tree Growers Associa¬ 
tion, advises: "A fresh tree will have 
a healthy green appearance with few 
browning needles. 


"Needles should be flexible and not 
fall off if you run a branch through 
your hand. Raise the tree a few inches 
off the ground and drop it on the butt 
end. Very few green needles should 
drop off the tree but it is normal for a 
few inner brown needles to drop off.'' 

Prices are likely to be much the same 
as last year. B&Q is charging £35 for 
a medium Nordmann fir (4ft 11 in-6ft 
6in) and £20 for a similar sized Norway 
spruce, while from Homebase a 5ft-6ft 
cut Nordmann fir is £35 and a similar 
sized Fraser fir is £30. 

About 80% of the trees sold are 
Nordmann fir, around 10-15% Norway 
spruce, and the remainder are lesser 
known varieties including the Fraser fir. 

Gardeners may opt for container- 
grown trees, grown in pots from 
seedling stage, which are able to 
develop a good root system and can 
be planted in the garden afterwards. 
However, beware of similar-sounding 
'containerised' trees, warns Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers' Association 
magazine. These trees are grown in a 
field then dug up and put into a pot 
just before sale. They often lose a lot 


of roots in the process and looked dull 
and lifeless at the end of a trial carried 
out by Which? 

Those keeping a container-grown 
tree should: 

■ Keep it in the house for no more 
than two weeks. If necessary, you can 
keep your tree in a sheltered spot out¬ 
side until you're ready to bring it in. 

■ Put a saucer under the pot to protect 
your furniture/floor, or place the pot 
inside another one without drainage 
holes. 

■ Choose a cool spot, away from 
radiators and fires, to prevent the tree 


from overheating. It should have some 
natural daylight. 

■ Water regularly and don't let it dry 
out - but don't leave it sitting in water. 

■ To keep the tree growing after the 
festive season, put it outside initially in 
a sheltered spot, covering it with horti¬ 
cultural fleece if hard frost is forecast. 

■ Repot the tree every few years when 
its roots outgrow the container.

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Hydrogen-based Mirai is 
breakthrough for Toyota

HYDROGEN FIRST: The Toyota Mirai 


THERE will only be a few hundred 
and they will not be cheap, but 
Japanese car giant Toyota is about 
to take its first small step into the 
unproven market for emissions- 
free, hydrogen-powered vehicles, 
writes Matt Joy or PA News. 

The world’s largest car maker 
will begin selling fuel cell cars in 
Japan on December 15 and in the 
US and Europe in mid-2015. The 
sporty-looking, four-door Toyota 
Mirai will sell for 6.7 million yen 
(£36,700) before tax. Toyota hopes 
to sell 400 in Japan and 300 in the 
rest of the world in the first year. 

“In time, the fuel cell vehicle will 
become mainstream. We wanted 
to take the first step,” said 
Mitsuhisa Kato, a Toyota execu¬ 
tive vice president, at the vehicle’s 
launch. “We want to be at the lead¬ 
ing edge.” 

Fuel cell vehicles run on com¬ 
pressed hydrogen gas, which in 
the Mirai’s case is stored in two 
tanks mounted underneath the 
vehicle. They emit no exhaust, 
though fossil fuels are used in the 
production of hydrogen, and to 
pressurise it. 

Both Honda and Hyundai are 
also experimenting with limited 
sales and leases of fuel cell cars. 
Honda showed a fuel cell concept 
car yesterday. 

Besides the relatively high cost, 
buyers will have to contend with 
finding fuel. Only a few dozen 
hydrogen filling stations have 
been built worldwide, though gov¬ 


ernments are subsidising the con¬ 
struction of more. 

It is an uncertain future that 
both depends on whether makers 
can bring down the price, and 
whether a wide-enough network 
of filling stations will be built. 

Yoshikazu Tanaka, deputy chief 
engineer for Toyota’s next-genera¬ 
tion vehicle development, said he 
expects it will take 10-20 years for 
the Mirai to reach sales in the tens 
of thousands of vehicles a year. 

Asked if it was a risk, he agreed, 
but Toyota views it as a challenge. 
Likening it to a chicken and egg 
situation, he said if you say it is too 
risky and do not move forward 
with production, the number of 


filling stations will never grow. 
Toyota faced a similar scenario 
with its Prius petrol-electric 
hybrid, which now sells in big 
numbers. 

“It was a big challenge when we 
first introduced the Prius, or hybrid 
car, in 1997,” Tanaka said. “And it’s 
an even bigger challenge this time 
because there is no infrastructure, 
and we’re trying to lead the com¬ 
mercialisation of fuel cell cars.” 

Hoping to offset the inconven¬ 
ience of finding fuel, Toyota gave 
the car a futuristic look inside and 
out (Mirai means future in 
Japanese) and made it peppy to try 
to attract buyers. It accelerates 
particularly quickly from about 25 


to 45mph, Tanaka added. 

The Japanese government also 
plans to offer a two million yen 
subsidy to buyers of fuel cell cars, 
reducing the effective price to 4.7 
million yen (£25,700). 

Sales will be limited to the pri¬ 
marily urban areas that have fuel¬ 
ling stations. In Japan, with about 
30 stations, that means the regions 
around Tokyo, Osaka and Nagoya 
cities in central and western Japan 
and the northern part of Kyushu 
island in the south. 

A few stations have opened in 
California in the United States, 
and there are plans to build some 
in the Northeast. Germany and 
the United Kingdom are among 
European countries that have or 
plan to build them. 

The company has about 200 pre¬ 
orders for the vehicle, mainly gov¬ 
ernment agencies and companies 
that want to go green, the compa¬ 
ny said. Over time, Kato said, 
Toyota hopes to help build a 
“hydrogen society”. 

The Mirai can travel 400-435 
miles on its two tanks of hydro¬ 
gen. Hydrogen may be more 
expensive than petrol initially, 
because there are so few custom¬ 
ers but, over time, Toyota expects 
it will be cheaper to run a car on 
hydrogen. 

“To rely less on oil is very impor¬ 
tant,” said Kato. “Japan has to 
spend its money to import fuel, so 
we should use it as carefully as 
possible.”

■ Over time, your headlights 
can cloud over due to the dirt 
and debris they come in contact 
with. Ensuring you wipe down 
all of the lenses around the vehi¬ 
cle will keep them clean; mak¬ 
ing sure your lights can shine at 
their fullest capacity. Some 
soapy water will wash away any 
dirt or marks that have built up 
or keep a pack of baby wipes in 
your car in case of build up 
whilst you’re out driving in 
adverse conditions. 

■ The same goes for the vehicles 
windscreen, clean it both inside 
and out to improve visibility, 
especially when there is glare 
from the winter sun. n Wiper 
blades are essential when driv¬ 
ing in the rain and for clearing 
away any dirt from windscreens; 
if these aren’t functioning prop¬ 
erly a driver’s vision will be seri¬ 
ously compromised. Check the 


rubber is still intact with the 
plastic framing of the blade and 
they are effectively clearing the 
windscreen - replacing them if 
necessary. 

■ When temperatures start to 
drop outside, some of the liquid 
components in a vehicle will 
too. Likewise to antifreeze in 
your engine coolant, investing 
in a couple of pounds to treat 
windscreen washer fluid with a 
suitable additive will also 
reduce to chance of it freezing. 
However, using normal engine 
antifreeze can damage paint¬ 
work so don’t be tempted to mix 
this your washer fluid. 

■ Dark mornings and evenings 
means it can be difficult to 
check your tyres so complete 
this task during daylight hours 
and make sure they are in a safe 
condition. For wet and wintery 
conditions, it’s recommended 
that there is at least 3mm of 
tread but nothing under 2mm as 
this can seriously reduce han¬ 
dling and stability.

Brother’s heroics lead 
to Goodjohn going pro 


IT is not often an elder broth¬ 
er calls a younger sibling 
their hero, but that is just the 
term Liam Goodjohn uses 
after deciding to follow 
English champion Tyler into 
the professional game. 

Goodjohn, 28, boxed as an 
amateur with Haddenham & 
Ely, but believes the time is 
right to move into the paid 
ranks - a switch which has 
proved successful for his 
younger brother, who fights 
John Wayne Hibbert for the 
WBC International light- 
welterweight crown in January. 

The Wentworth puncher said 
he knew what he was letting 
himself in for as a result of 
seeing what Tyler does in 
preparation for a bout. 

He said: “Eve got great 
admiration for him. He’s my 
hero in many ways and seeing 
what he puts himself through 
on a daily basis. 

“But this is just about fulfilling 
a dream. I didn’t want to be too 
much older and I think I’ve 
reached the highest I’m going to 
achieve in amateur fighting. 

“I’ve reached the national 
quarter-finals, but I never felt I 
was made to be a very good 
amateur. 

“I’ve been told I’ve got a more 
professional style and I’ve 
picked that up from sparring 
with Tyler possibly over the 
years. 


“I noticed the window was 
getting shorter for me to have a 
go and I didn’t want to look 
back and regret never doing 
it.” 

Goodjohn said both he and 
his brother owe a huge debt to 
Haddenham coach Mike 
Sawyer after learning the 
ropes with him from the day 
he launched the club. 

He said: “Tyler was a chubby 
10 year old and I was a hyper¬ 
active 15 year old and our 
mum Cindy just sent us down 
the boxing gym. 

“We both went to the first 
session and we’ve been there 
ever since, but Mick has been 
so influential. 

“He was more than a coach to 
us, he’s more like a granddad 
in many respects, and I’m gut¬ 
ted to be stepping away from 
him, but I had the conversa¬ 
tion with him before making 
the decision. 

“Mick is an old man now 
and can’t do the same for me 
as he could have done 20 
years ago, otherwise I’d 
probably have been doing 
this with him.” 

Knowing Goodjohn wanted 
to turn pro, Sawyer put him in 
touch with St Ives-based coach 
Steve Whitwell and he felt it 
had been a fruitful move. 

“Mick spoke very highly of 
Steve and he’s pleased I’m 
doing this with him,” he said.
